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I would like to put down also gome of the conclusions I came to as a result 


of attending the hearings and @xtussing what I observed there with Bard 
McAllister. 


1. The present state of development of agriculture apparently re- 
quires that many of the row vegetables and/ruit crops be harvested 
by seasonal, hand labor. 


2e The growers contend that the present price and marketing struc- 
ture for these commodities makes it impossible for them to meet the 
minimum standards for wages and hours prevailing in other kinds of 
employment. 


3. Contract labor of foreign nationals provides an excellent solu- 
tion to the growers problem, affording him a supply of men madd 
available when and where he needs them, driven by necessity, eager 
to work for low wages, and for whom he has few responsibilities. 


h. Government officials in the State Department of Employment and 
Federal Bureau of Immigration, as I bbserved them at these hearings 
appeared to be closely in sympathy with the aims of the growers and 
to administer the present laws to the advantage of the growers. 


5. The contract labor system is attractive to impoverished people 
in other countries who see in it an opportunity to make more money 
then is possible on their home soil and who may feel that this out 
weighs the disadvantage in the system. 


6. The workers who participate in the program do so at some sacri- 
fice of their freedom. At best, they are not free to move from 

job to job, to bargain for the best reward for their labor, or to 
remain in the country if the grower decides they are unsatisfactory. 
At the worst, they may suffer further disadmantages at the hands 

of unscrupulous growers since portections afforded by the laws and 
treaties are inadequate. 


7e The exploitation of the poverty and suffering of some people 
for the private profit of others cannot be morally jusitfied. 


8. The provision of contract labor by government action is a 

form of subsidy to this section of the economy. It is an obnoxious 
kind of subsidy because of its harmful effects on the human beings 
involved and because it prevents the oe ee interplay of economic 
forces, including the availability of labor, which would determine 
the proper relationship between cost and price in this secthon of 
the economy. 
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
